SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Thrills Nude Readers' Wives No 97 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains an article describing how a teenage female lost her virginity to 
one of her male teachers which, combined with the photographic presentation of a 
naked woman in association with the article, is sufficiently explicit and detailed to 
reach the conclusion that the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. It therefore falls under one of the deeming 
provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

Given the manner in which this sexual activity is portrayed the Classification Office 
finds that the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
The Classification Office has expressly taken into consideration the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990, and specifically section 14 of that Act. However, as it is not 
possible to attain a meaning of section 3(2) criteria that is consistent with the freedom 
of expression, the FVPC Act must take precedent as section 3(2) is a deeming 
provision. 
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
